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Contiunation Note 1 1 : 

1 . Applicant argues that "Sato's Erase Period TE of Figs. 7A-I does not lake place "during selection of the at least one picture element"". 
However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees because the "erased" image is the at least one picture element being selected during TE. 
The limitation does not explicitly exclude any period. "Selection" of image would obviously takes place in any of erasing, displaying, 
resetting, or blanking periods. 

2. Applicant argues that "applying OV during the pause period Tp does not correspond to "a desired image grayscale to set."" However, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because applicant agrees that "Sato's data pulses V1 having a +V and -V amplitude... are used to display 
desired image grayscales". That is an image would have maximum and/or minimum grayscales respectively to +/-V. Therefore, an image at 
OV would obviously have a "nominal" grayscale between the maximum and minimum grayscales.
